DEPARTMENT OF FINANCE 


TAXATION ACT 


PURSUANT to the provisions of sec- 
tion 162 of the Taxation Act, His Honour 
the Lieutenant-Governor in Council has 
been pleased to approve the following 
regulations: 


Taxation Act Forfeiture Regulations 


1. Not later than 60 days before the 
expiration of the redemption period al- 
lowed under section 113 of the Act, the 
Surveyor of Taxes shall give notice of 
forfeiture in a form prescribed by him 
by registered mail to the assessed owner, 
registered owner, and to every person 
who at the time the notice is given is 
entered on the register of the Land Reg- 
istry Office as having any right, title, or 
interest in the property. 

2. The notice under section 1 shall be 
deemed to be properly given if sent by 





registered mail to the address of the per- 
son as last known to the Surveyor of 
Taxes. 

3. No liability or responsibility rests 
with the Surveyor of Taxes for failure to 
give the notices referred to in these regu- 
lations. 

4. Where any property that has be- 
come subject to forfeiture is not redeemed 
within the period allowed for redemption 
under section 113 of the Act, the Sur- 
veyor of Taxes shall file with the Regis- 
trar of the land registration district in 
which the property is situated a certificate 
of forfeiture in a form prescribed by him. 

5. Upon the filing of a certificate of 
forfeiture, the Registrar shall cancel 
every certificate of title or duplicate cer- 
tificate of title outstanding in respect of 
that property described in the certificate 
of forfeiture. 

6. Upon the vesting in the Crown in 
right of the Province of of the property 
described in the certificate of forfeiture, 
the Surveyor of Taxes shall cancel all 
taxes, penalties, and interest due in re- 
spect thereof carried in the taxation roll. 

7. Where property becomes subject to 
forfeiture under section 113 of the Act, 

(a) the taxpayer assessed for the prop- 

erty; or 

(b) the person who is a registered 

owner of the property; or 

(c) the registered holder of a regis- 

tered charge on the property; or 

(d) the heirs, executors, administra- 

tors, successors, or assigns of a 
person described in clause (a), 
(b), or (c); or 
(e) any other person on behalf of and 
in the name of a person described 
in clause (a), (b), or (c) 
may redeem the property by paying or 
tendering to the Surveyor of Taxes, before 
the expiry of a period of one year from 
the date on which the property became 
subject to forfeiture, the amount required 
to redeem as provided in section 8. 


8. The amount required to redeem 
property under section 7 shall be the total 
amount owing for taxes, penalties, inter- 
est, and costs to the date of redemption, 
including all unpaid taxes that have ac- 


crued subsequent to the date the property 


became subject to forfeiture, and a re- 
demption charge of $10. : 


9. During the period allowed for Te- 
demption of any property which has*be- 
come subject to forfeiture, or until 
redeemed within that period, 

(a) the taxpayer assessed for the prop- 
erty shall continue to be assessed 
and taxed for the property; / 

(b) the taxpayer assessed for the prop- 
erty has the right of possession of 


the property as fully as before. 


becoming subject to forfeiture, but 


shall not, without the written con- 
sent of the Minister, cut or permit 
any person to cut timber growing 
on the property or otherwise injure 
the property or remove any im- 
provement therefrom: 

(c) the Crown shall be entitled by 
action or otherwise to protect the 
land from spoliation or waste, but 
shall not have any right to the 
possession of the land or to cut 
timber growing thereon or in any 
way injure the land; and shall not 
be liable for damage done to the 
property. 

10. Where, by reason of a mistake, 
irregularity, or otherwise, a property 
erroneously becomes subject to forfeiture, 
the Surveyor of Taxes may, at any time 
prior to the expiration of the period of 
redemption under section 113 of the Act, 
cancel the proceedings. 


11. A person who, at the time of for- 
feiture, is the registered owner of the 
property, or his heirs, executors, admin- 
istrators, and assigns, or any person who 
is a holder of any registered interest in 
or charge on the property, may appeal 
any order or direction of the Surveyor of 
Taxes to the Minister. 


12. Where a surplus has been created 
as a result of a tax sale which took place 
prior to the 1st day of January 1971, the 
surplus shall, upon application by the 
taxpayer, be distributed in accordance 
with the provisions of section 125 of the 
Act as if it had not been repealed by 
chapter 62 of the Statutes of British 
Columbia, 1971. 

13. Where a tax sale deed was issued 
prior to the Ist day of January 1971, the 
Collector shall, upon application for 
registration of the tax sale deed, proceed 
in accordance with the provisions of sec- 
tion 135 of the Act as if it had not been 
repealed by chapter 62 of the Statutes of 
British Columbia, 1971.

Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 

(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 


(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 

(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion. 

97. No petition for any Private Bill 
shall be received by the House after the 
first ten days of each Session, nor may 
any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Ses- 
sion, nor may any report of any Standing 
or Select Committee upon a Private Bill 
be received after the first four weeks of 
each Session, and no motion for the sus- 
pension or modification of this Standing 
Order shall be entertained by the House 
until the same has been reported on by 
the Committee on Standing Orders, or 
after reference made thereof at a previous 
sitting of the House to the Standing Com- 
mittees charged with the consideration of 
Private Bills, who shall report thereon to 
the House. And if this rule shall be sus- 
pended or modified as aforesaid, the pro- 
moters of any Private Bill which is pre- 
sented after the time hereinbefore limited, 
or for which the petition has been received 
after the time hereinbefore limited, shall 
in either case pay double the fees required 
in respect of such Bill by this rule, unless 
the House shall order to the contrary. 

98. (1) Any person seeking to obtain 
any Private Bill shall deposit with the 
Clerk of the House, eight clear days 
before the opening of the Session: — 


(a) A printed copy of such Bill: 


(b) A copy of the petition to be pre- 
sented to the House: 

(c) Copies of the notices published, 
with publication proved by a statu- 
tory declaration or affidavit to the 
satisfaction of the Clerk of the 
House. 

(2) At the time of depositing the Bill 
and petition the applicant shall also pay 
to the Clerk of the House the sum of 
three Lundred dollars. 

(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and 
notices proved as aforesaid shall not have 
been so deposited in the hands of the 
Clerk of the House at least eight clear 
days before the opening of the Session or 
if the petition has not been presented to 
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the House within the first ten days of the 
Session, the amount to be paid to the 
Clerk shall be six hundred dollars. If 
the Bill shall not pass second reading one- 
half of the fees shall be returned. 

101. Every petition signed by an agent 
or attorney in fact shall be accompanied 
by the authority of such agent or attorney 
in fact, and the petition shall not be 
deemed to be filed with the Clerk until 
this is done. 

102. Before any petition praying for 
leave to bring in a Private Bill for the 
erection of a toll-bridge is received by the 
House, the person or persons intending 
to petition for such Bill shall, upon giving 
the notice prescribed by Standing Order 
100, also at the same time and in the 
same manner give notice of the rates 
which they intend to ask, the extent of 
the privilege, the height of the arches, the 
interval between the abutments or piers 
for the passage of rafts or vessels, and 
mentioning also whether they intend to 
erect a drawbridge or not, and the dimen- 
sions of the same. 


103. (1) All Private Bills for Acts of

for the introduction of other provisions 
as to such details, and a note shall be 
appended to the Bill indicating the provi- 
sions thereof in which the general Act 
is proposed to be departed from. Bills 
which are not framed in accordance with 
this Standing Order shall be recast by the 
promoters and reprinted at their expense 
before any Committee passes upon the 
clauses. 

(2) Every Bill for an Act of incorpora- 
tion, where a form of model Bill has been 
adopted, shall be drawn in accordance 
with the model Bill (copies of model Bills 
may be obtained from the Clerk of the 
House). Any provisions contained in any 
such Bill which are not in accord with 
the model Bill shall be inserted between 
brackets or underlined, and shall be so 
printed. 

(3) Any exceptional provisions that it 
may be proposed to insert in any Bill 
shall be clearly specified in the notice of 
application for same. 

107. All Private Bills shall be prepared 
by the parties applying for the same, and 
printed in small-pica type, twenty-six ems 
by fifty ems, on good paper, in imperial 
octavo form, each page when folded mea- 
suring 1034 inches by 7% inches. There 
shall be a marginal number every fifth line 
of each page; the numbering of the lines 
is not to run on through the Bill, but the 
lines of each page are to be numbered sep- 
arately. Three hundred copies of each Bill 
shall be deposited with the Clerk of the 
House immediately before the first read- 
ing. If amendments are made to any Bill 
during its progress before the Committee 
on Private Bills, or through the House, 
such Bill shall be reprinted by the pro- 
moters thereof. 

In the case of Bills to incorporate com- 
panies, in addition to the fee of $300 
mentioned in Rule 98, fees calculated on 
the capital of the Company are payable at 
the same time. Further particulars can 
be had on application to the undersigned.
